Hears Gen. Williams 


‘AJ. GEN. C. C. WILLIAMS, USA, 
ret., former Chief of Ordnance, 
appeared before the War Policies Com- 
mission March 17, the burden of his 
testimony being that a study of the 
government’s experiences in the last 
war would point the way to the aims 
of the Commission, that is the removal 
of profit and the equalization of the 
burden of warfare. 

“The first thing it seems to me,” 
stated Gen. Williams, “is in the matter 
of conscription of property, that, what- 
ever may be the authority to do that 
kind of thing, it is a very undesirable 
thing to do.” 

Time is one of the essential things, 
and is important to people in the field 
as well as to munition manufacturers 
and producers, continued Gen. Wil- 
liam’s testimony. Producers should 
know what they have to do and should 
do it with as little delay as possible. 


Study Previous Experience 

“As to equalizing the burdens of 
war,” stated the former Ordnance 
Chief, “it seems to me that a study of 
our previous experience in the last war 
will show the way to accomplish that, 
in so far as it is possible to accomplish 
it at all.” 

In answer to a question by Sec. Hur- 
ley, Chairman of the Committee, as 
to a suggestion for removing the 
profits and equalizing the burden of 
warfare, Gen. Williams said that a 
study of work done by the War Indus- 
tries Board and other organizations 
along those lines of the last war would 
point the way to the policy of the next 
war. He also said that he considered 
the fixing of prices necessary, as well 
as an income tax which would recap- 
ture some of the profits. 

Gen. Williams was asked by Sec. 
Hurley if he had noted Mr. Baruch’s 
suggestion at an earlier meeting of the 
Commission, that prices be “frozen” at 
the beginning of a national emergency. 
He replied that because of the difficulty 
of anticipating economic conditions he 
did not see how it could be done, but 
advocated that the framework of a 
plan be provided and kept up-to-date 
that would take care of those condi- 
tions that exist at the beginning of 
war. 

Ordnance Dept. Policy 

In the Ordnance Department, Gen. 
Williams declared, it is necessary to 
know what is needed and where to get 
it. This factor is determined by the 
mobilization plans of the General Staff 
Corps. 

“Now then our organization pro- 
vides for taking these plans,” stated 
Gen. Williams, “determining the 
amount of each kind of ammunition, 
of each kind of artillery, machine guns, 
rifles and what-not, that would be nec- 
essary, and then an organization for

Moot Points of Navy Promotion Clarified 





BOARD of officers will be conven- 
ed in the Navy Department, May 
15, to recommend 43 or more lieuten- 
ant commanders for promotion to the 
rank of commander. 

As a result of the interpretation of 
the Navy line personnel act, S. 550, by 
the Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy, it was determined that officers 
selected by the board last December 
are placed upon a promotion list, and 
the new board to be convened is to se- 
lect lieutenant commanders only for ti:e 
vacancies created in the rank of com- 
mander by the new act. 

The date of the new distribution has 
been set-on June 4, upon graduation of 
the 1931 class from the Naval Acad- 
emy. This will result in the creation 
of two vacancies in the rank of cap- 
tain, which will be filled by Comdrs. 
Charles C. Hartigan and George A. 
Alexander, if not promoted sooner by 
vacancies which are not now looked for. 

Vacancies will be created for the 
promotion of 60 lieutenant command- 
ers upon distribution day. Officers se- 
lected for promotion to commander last 
December will fill some of these va- 


cancies. However, after these officers 
are promoted, there will remain 32 va- 
cancies. The May selection board will 
recommend officers to fill these posi- 
tions and also the 11 vacancies to occur 
on July 1 by the retirement of that 
number of rear admirals and captains. 
In addition, it is possible that the board 
will be instructed to recommend a few 
other officers to fill vacancies which 
will result from attrition between July 
1 and December 1, 1931. 

As the selection board in May will 
be a special one, the provision in the 
personnel act regarding the selection 
of an apportioned number of officers 
each year will not be observed, but 
only 43 lieutenant commanders or pos- 
sibly a few extra will be recommended 
for promotion. 

One hundred and twenty-one lieu- 
tenants will be promoted upon distri- 
bution day as the result of the new 
act. Examinations for these officers 
however will not be held until about 
the first of July. In order to give all 
officers full time to prepare for their 
examinations, it was decided this week

Revise Extension Courses 
For Nat. Guard and Reserves 


AFTER lengthy study and considera- 

tion by the arms and service and 
the General Staff, the new Army Ex- 
tension Courses for 1931-32 are now in 
the hands of the printer. Inumerable 
changes both in principle and in detail 
make the new courses a great improve- 
ment over the ones now in use. 

Not only will the new syllabus of 
training carry out its mission more ad- 
vantageously than the present courses, 
but it will require a less amount of 
trainee’s time than is now the case, 
owing to simplification of the material 
used. 

Designed as a training vehicle for 
reserve officers the courses next year 
will for the first time parallel the mili- 
tary knowledge requirements for ap- 
pointment and promotion set up in 
Army Regulations 140-22 to 38, now 
being revised. Under the old regula- 
tions governing the promotion of re- 
serve officers which were in effect 
until Oct. 1, 1930, the fact that the 
Extension Courses did not in many 
eases correspond with the requirements 
for promotion was not of such moment. 
But now, as qualification in all subjects 
is prescribed for advancement in rank, 
this is of increased importance. 

Distinctions between “basic” and 
“advanced” courses are wiped out, the 
sub-courses running in order from 
those laid out for training for original 
appointment up to those for promotion 
to field grades. There are about 335 
sub-courses for all arms and services; 
of this number about 23 are common 
to two or more arms or services. Each 
arm and service will have about 35 sub- 
courses, of which about 19 will refer 
to specialized work under that branch, 
with the remainder being sub-courses 
common to other branches. 

Of interest to the officers concerned 
is the way in which unnecessary work 
has been eliminated. Instead of a 
large number of texts being required, 
special texts have been prepared which 
contain all of the information neces- 
sary for the problem at hand and noth- 
ing else. Of course it was not possible 
to carry this entirely into effect, but for 
the most part the literature covering 
the subject studied has been placed in 


One of the greatest time-savers in- 
volved in the new plan are the new 
maps.

Development of Multiple 
Machine Gun Mount Told 


ROOPS on the march, motor con- 
voys, etc., furnish a particularly 
vulnerable target for high speed, low- 
flying attack planes armed with ma- 
chine guns and small bombs. A proper 
ground defense against such an at- 
tack requires special equipment and 
presents many perplexing problems. 
Surprise is certain to be an important 
element in the attack and the defensive 
equipment must be capable of going 
into action almost instantly. A heavy 
volume of fire is necessary in order 
to disable the attacking plane in the 
very short time available. The choice 
of defensive weapons is quite evidently 
restricted to the .50 caliber machine 
gun, or rather several such guns 
mounted and fired in multiple on a sin- 
gle carriage. 

The development of multiple mounts 
was inaugurated in 1926 with the 
building of two fixed carriages, one 
mounting 3, and the other 4 machine 
guns. These mounts were tested dur- 
ing the antiaircraft exercises at Aber- 
deen Proving Ground in 1927 and 1928. 
The heavy volume of fire obtained with 
these mounts, combined with the ex- 
cellent stability characteristics of the 
fixed firing platform resulted in a very 
satisfactory percentage of hits against 
sleeve targets at short ranges. In 
other words, these tests established the 
feasibility and desirability of the prin- 
ciple of multiple mounting and con- 
trol for antiaircraft machine guns. I: 
was decided, following the 1929 tests, 
that the limited application of the fixed 
machine gun mount would preclude its 
further development, and that future 
efforts should be confined to the mobile 
type. 

The design of a truck mount carry- 
ing 4-caliber .50 guns in multiple was 
inaugurated in 1928, and the mount 
completed and tested in 1930. The fire 
control system was quite elaborate, 
consisting of an anti-aircraft director 
and height finder to compute the de- 
flections, or angles of lead. The height 
finder served as the sighting element 
and, since it operated on a stereoscopic 
principle, could also be used to adjust 
the fire within the visible range of the 
tracer bullets. The director could com- 
pute the deflections beyond this point, 
but no adjustment of fire was possible. 
The director system of control made 
it necessary to level the firing platform 
and a quick-acting gear was provided 
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Pay of Army Subject 
Of Study and Analysis 


(Following is the fifth of a series 
of articles being published in the Army 
and Navy Journal analyzing Army pay 
and promotion as treated in the report 
of the Inter-Departmental Pay-Person- 
nel Board.

HE grade of warrant officer is a 

comparatively new one in the 
American Army, and since personnel 
of this class are neither commissioned 
officers nor enlisted men their pay has 
necessarily to be predicated solely on 
their own peculiar qualifications, with- 
out reference to the pay of any other 
class of Army personnel. It follows 
that granting them pay which may 
exceed the rate provided for the lowest 
grade of commissioned officer is not 
to be regarded, at least in the opinion 
of the Interdepartmental Pay Board, 
as stated in its report, as a violation 
of the principle enunciated by that 
beard that juniors, or subordinates, 





' should not receive higher pay than their 


seniors. Being entirely out of the line 
of promotion as a commissioned officer 
and deemed to possess certain qualifi- 
cations resulting from, among other 
things, a comparatively long period of 
service in the Army before appoint- 
ment as a warrant officer, it seems only 
just te this class of personnel that 
their pay should be based on their as- 
sumed worth to the service, regardless 
of whether this may result in stepping 
on the toes of some junior commis- 
sioned officer in the matter of initial 
pay. In the pay bill proposed by the 
interdepartmental board the warrant 
officer has been treated more favorably 
than has the commissioned officer in 
the matter of longevity credit, since, 
unlike the one lustrum of longevity pay 
provided for commissioned officers, the 
warrant officer is to be given such 
credit up to thirty years of service, 
which would operate to bring his pay 
up to $4,050, more than the base pay 
of a first lieutenant. 

With respect to woman nurses of 
the Army, the proposed pay bill sim- 
plifies the matter of computing the 
total pay of such personnel, since it 
fixes a flat rate for each grade with 
a clear longevity provision, instead of 
the crazy-quilt system of base pay, 
additional pay, money allowances, et<.. 
prescribed by existing law for such 
personnel. Should the proposed bill be 
enacted into law its pay provisions for 
this class of Army personnel would be 
so clear that no “surprise” could be 
sprung by the Comptroller General in 
the matter of retired pay to which 
such personnel would be entitled, as 
happened sometime since when the 
Comptroller General determined the 
basis of retired pay of woman nurses 
under a recently enacted retirement 
law.

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Editors Disfavor Possible Diplomatic Recognition Of Soviet Russia

YArious interpretations have been placed by editorial writers on the recent 
announcement that Secretary of State Stimson is to make a special study 
of Soviet Russia. The possibility of the move being made with a view to diplo- 
matic recognition is discussed and disfavored. The other current interpretation 
is based on the fact that the economic siuation in Russia is so essentially differ- 
ent from our own and foreign nations that it may be necessary to take some 
steps for protection against it. 


“THE time is drawing near when the United States and the other nations will 

have to take strong protective measures against Soviet Russia” is the con- 
tention of the Philadelphia Public Ledger (independent Republican). “If Soviet 
competition in the world market were fair and orderly, there would be no serious 
problem. But with industry and trade entirely under control of the government, 
it is obvious that a system depending upon private enterprise and initiative 
would labor under severe handicaps. Already a number of countries have 
placed embargoes on certain Russian products, and it is likely that this form 
of protection will be expanded. 

“* * * It is intimated that Mr. Stimson has in view some relaxation of 
the American policy of refusing to have any relations whatever with the Soviet 
Government. It is even hinted that diplomatic recognition may be in the offing. 
This is a problem which should be approached with the utmost caution. The 
experience of other countries has been that recognizing the Soviet Government 
has meant much trouble and small profit. There is no indication whatever that 
the Soviet Government is any more promising a candidate for recognition than 
it was twelve years ago when the American policy was formulated. Recent 
developments, in fact, seem to point in the opposite direction.” 


“Dp IPLOMATIC recognition of the Soviet Government has not been brought 

nearer by the proposed State Department investigation of conditions in 
Russia,” notes the Philadelphia Inquirer (Republican). “This is made plain by 
the attitude of Secretary Stimson. It would be a peculiarly unfit time for 
anything of the sort. The Soviet leaders make no secret of their hatred of the 
United States, and many of the demands for recognition put forth here are in 
large part due to the often unrealized influence of Bolshevist propaganda, 
though Senator Borah, the chief protagonist of recognition, is unquestionably 
swayed only by his deep convictions on the subject. The question remains 
whether any official study of the Russian situation will disclose much that is 
not already known. The Soviet Government is determined to keep all official 
investigators out of Russia. Our trade relations with that country will there- 
fore have to be governed by the imperfect information we can secure.” 


“THERE is high significance in the announcement, made apparently on the 

State Department authority, that Secreary Stimson is about to undertake a 
review of our policy toward Russia, with a view to possible change,” claims the 
Washington, D. C. Star (independent). 

“* * * As clearly enunciated by Secretary Hughes nearly ten years ago, 
our position rests upon three cardinal principles—the cessation of Communist 
propaganda in this country, restoration of American property confiscated by the 
Soviet republics, and the recognition of repudiated international obliga- 
tions. °* © 

“Presumably the hand of American big business is behind the implication 
in the State Department’s announcement that change in our Russian policy may 
be imminent. Exporting interests, which have built up a valuable trade with 
the Soviet * * * have long clamored at Washington for recognition of 
Moscow. * * 

“Moscow notoriously has bought extensively in the United States in the 
hope that ‘dollar-chasing Uncle Sam,’ as Europe is still fond of depicting us, 
could be cajoled by considerations of business into giving the Bolshevist govern- 


“@ECRETARY STIMSON has decided to make a special study of Russian 

affairs, and because of the importance of the subject is expected to have an 
assistant Secretary of State undertake the direction of the prospective study,” 
says the Brooklyn, N. Y. Daily Eagle (independent Democratic). 

“For some time it has been apparem that this government was either 
ignorant of Russian developments or failed to appreciate their significance. 
The plain facts are that the Russian revolution and its aftermath have pro- 
foundly affected the whole world, and the sooner this is realized the better. 

“Russia and the United States are the only countries in the world that have 
the geographical isolation, population and natural resources to enable them to 
carry through any political or other experiment they may undertake. 

“For a century and a half we have been carrying forward a vast experi- 
ment in democratic government. * * * 

“The United States was largely responsible for the overthrow of the mon- 
archical system, but the nations that have gotten rid of their monarchs have 
not adopted our system of government. 

“Surely this Government should study Russia. Mr. Stimson insists that no 
change in our attitude toward the Russian regime is contemplated, but his decla- 
ration seems premature. If a real study is to be made the State Department 
might reserve such declarations until the study is completed. 


“@ECRETARY STIMSON’S decision to make a special study of Russian affairs 

is dictated by common sense,” holds the New York Herald-Tribune (inde- 
pendent Republican). “The fear expressed in some quarters that such an 
investigation may be intended or used to pave the way for recognition of the 
Soviet government strikes us as groundless. The current agitation for embar- 
goes on Russian imports has challenged the government’s knowledge of Russian 
commercial policy and labor conditions and made a genuine effort to obtain the 
facts imperative. The State Department is its natural agency. 

“This newspaper has consistently fought the clamor, based on prejudice 
and guesswork, against our growing commerce with Russia. It is not convinced 
that a so-called capitalist system such as ours, founded on private competitive 
enterprise and voluntary labor and protected by tariff duties, can afford indefi- 
nitely to do business with a Communist monopoly which conscripts its labor and 
orders wages and prices mere or less as it pleases. But it has insisted that 
whatever policy the United States adopts toward Russian trade should wait on 
the facts so far as they are obtainable, and should be governed not by senti- 
mental, but by economic considerations. Mr. Stimson, it is glad to see, is appar- 
ently of the same mind. 


“DEPARTMENT officials hasten to deny that any change of policy is con- 
templated,” states the Washington, D. C. Post (independent). “Why, 
then, is a special investigation to be made? * * * 

“Ever since the Communists seized control of the government in Russia the 
United States has refused to recognize their dictatorship. There is not a shred 
of honor in their dealing with the Russian people or foreign nations. The very 
purpose of the regime, which is to overthrow all governments and establish 
world communism, makes its recognition by the United States unthinkable. * * * 

“The nations that are confronted with the menace of economic distress 
resulting from the compefition of slave labor cannot afford to deal in sophistry. 
Instead of recognition of the Soviet government the people will sooner or later 
demand the exclusion of all slave-made goods from American ports. The only 
investigation of Russian affairs that would be relevant to the present situation 
would be one to determine how best to bring to an end America’s contributions 
to the Soviet’s economic war machine. 

“Diplomatic recognition of Russia would seal the political death warrant

Army Pay Analyzed

enlisted men it will be useful to re- 
member before considering said rates 
that the United States has more nearly 
assumed the burden of the upward 
trend of the cost of living of enlisted 
men than it has that of any other class 


of military personnel. Since the total 
compensation of an enlisted man is 
made up not only of pay, but also of 
allowances in kind covering food, cloth- 
ing and hospitalization it will be seen 
that in so far as he individually is 
concerned, he has not been as adversely 
affected by the increase in the cost of 
living as have been other classes of 
military personnel. As an instance of 
comparatively recent assumption by 
the Government of an increase in the 
cost of living of enlisted men, there 
may be cited the increase in the au- 
thorized Army ration allowance, to 
fifty cents. Of course, enlisted men of 
the higher ratings who have families 
have to meet the higher cost of living 
in so far as their families are con- 
cerned; but the fact remains that the 
Government has shouldered a very 
large share of the increased burden of 
living expenses for such personnel. It 
follows, therefore, that although, to 
the man in the street, the rates of pay 
prescribed for enlisted men may seem 
low, such rates are to be considered in 
connection with the very material al- 
lowances furnished by the Government 
in kind or by commutation, as herein- 
before shown. However, notwithstand- 
ing the more favorable situation of en- 
listed personnel, the proposed bill pre- 
scribes for all rates of enlisted men, 
except those of the seventh grade, sub- 
stantial increases of pay over their 
present pay. For the enlisted men of 
the seventh grade, who are usually 
men without families and, in a large 
measure, young recruits in their first 
enlistment, the interdepartmental board 
saw fit to recommend no increase in 
pay. However, the board has provided 
in the bill that the respective grade 
percentages of the total authorized en- 
listed men of the Regular Army shall 
be such as the President may, from 





time to time, direct, which provision, 
if enacted into law, will enable the 
President to use the seventh grade, 
in the main, as a training grade, for 
recruits, and to pass them into the 
higher ratings more rapidly than is 
possible under the inelastic grade per- 
centages prescribed by existing law. 
In conclusion, tt may be stated that 
since the writing of these articles on 
promotion and pay was begun there 
has been enacted a new promotion law 
for the Navy somewhat different from 
the one recommended by the Interde- 
partmental Pay-Personnel Board in its 
report of 1930; and that the Secretary 
of War has expressed his non-concur- 
rence in the recommendation of the 
interdepartmental agency mentioned in 
the matter of its proposed Army pro- 
motion bill. Also the Congressional 
joint committee appointed in the last 
Congress to consider pay, which tried 
to consider promotion also, has 
into oblivion; and it seems probable 
that, in view of the new Navy pro- 
motion law and the attitude of the 
War Department with respect to the 
proposed Army promotion measure, 
recommendations to the next Congress 
by the various services with respect to 
pay will be separate, rather than joint. 
Under these circumstances it may, per- 
haps, be wondered why time has been 
taken in these articles to discuss par- 
ticular promotion and pay measures 
which in all probability will not be 
urged for enactment, in their present 
form, by the services concerned. The 
answer to this query is that the ob- 
ject of these articles has been to show 
the difficulties attending the shaping of 
any proposed pay and promotion legis- 
lation for the services, and the provi- 
sions, in general, which any such 
measures, in whatever form, should 
contain to effect, even approximately, 
adequate pay and promotion, and par- 
ity among the services. In the next 
article in this series there will be dis- 
cussed in detail, and without reference 
to any particular pay bill, the subject 
which was touched upon in a 
way in a preceding article in this se- 
ries, namely, the policy or principles 
upon which Army pay should be based.

“Confidential” Funds 


N ACCOUNTING for the expendi- 
ture of funds for the collection of 
“confidential” information by the 
Office of Naval Intelligence the trans- 
actions can be held “confidential,” only 
when the expenditures already have 
— made, the Comptroller General 
rules. 


Under the appropriation act of 1916, 
it was provided that: “Hereafter ex- 
penditures from the appropriation for 
obtaining information from abroad 
and at home shall be accounted for 
specifically, if, in the judgment of the 
Secretary of the Navy, they may be 
made public, and he shall make a cer- 
tificate of the amount of such expendi- 
tures as he may think it advisable not 
to specify, and every such certificate 
shall be deemed a sufficient voucher 
for the sum therein expressed to have 
been expended.” 


Acting under the authority of this 
law, the sum of $45,000 was allotted 
to Capt. Harry A. Baldridge, USN, 
Director of Naval Intelligence on June 
27, 1930, from the 1930 appropriation 
act upon a certificate of the Secretary 
of the Navy that the money was “for 
the collection of confidential informa- 
tion” and “the public interest required 
and it was deemed advisable not to 
specify the purpose for which the 
amount is to be expended.” 


“It will be noted,” the Comptroller 
holds, “this law provides that expendi- 
tures made from the item of appro- 
priation in question shall be accounted 
for specifically, if, in the judgment of 
the Secretary of the Navy, such ex- 
penditures may be made public, or in 
eases where he may think advisable 
not to specify, he shall make a certi- 
ficate of the amount of such expendi- 
tures, such certificate to be deemed a 
sufficient voucher for the sum there- 
in expressed ‘to have been expended.’ 
There is nothing in this law, however, 
au i i advance 


thorizing payments in 
which are specifically prohibited by 
i Revised Statutes, or ad- 


as to which it is stated in the certifi- 





cate of the Secretary of the Navy 
that it is deemed advisable not to 
specify the purpose for which the 
‘amount is to be expended.’ * * * 


“For the fiscal year 1930, it ap- 
pears from the hearings before the 
subcommittee of the House Commit- 
tee on Appropriations that there was 
estimated and included as a part of 
the appropriation ‘Pay, Miscellaneous’ 
the sum of $126,500, to be expended 
under the cognizance of the Director 
of Naval Intelligence. It is not shown 


how much of this amount is to be ex- 
pended for each of the two items, but 
it appears that on June 27, 1930, three 
days before the end of the fiscal year, 
there remained unexpended and appar- 
ently unobligated under this appro- 
priation for the two items in question, 
the sum of $45,000, which was ad- 
vanced to the Director of Naval In- 
telligence apparently for future ex- 
penditures during the succeeding fiscal 
year. 


“Aside from the fact that the trans- 
action appears to present a case of 
avoiding fiscal year limitations with 
respect to amounts withdrawn from 
the Treasury, there appears to be no 
authority of law for the advance of 
funds upon a certificate by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, as is involved in the 
present matter. If, in proper cases 
it is found necessary to advance funds 
for the obtaining of information 
abroad and at home, such advances 
should be made in the usual manner 
and under proper authority of 
law. s-2* 


“As to the procedure hereunder in 
connection with payments for the ob- 
taining of information from abroad or 
at home, it may be stated this office 
will allow credit in the accounts of 
disbursing officers making such pay- 
ments only in such cases in which it 
appears that the expenditures have 
been incurred or made, advances of 
funds for such purposes, if any there 
be under proper authority of law, to 
be considered as for proper account- 
ing when expenditures are made.”

the problem. Special maps approxi- 
mately 34 by 45 inches are being pro- 
vided in the new lay-out. There are 
ten of these; nine are based on the 
Gettysburg topographical 3-inch map, 
while the other one is prepared from 
the 1-inch Geological Survey sheets. 

In addition to these, situation maps 
and overlays will be used. Altogether 
the material is expected to be much 
more easy to handle and more economi- 
cal of the student’s time. 

As far as possible, a single general 
situation will be carried through each 
of the various sub-courses. This is 
done in order to make each succeeding 
sub-course more interesting, and will 
save the time and labor of laying out 
and digesting new problems. 

However, this in some cases will 
necessitate the sending of only one 
sub-course to an officer at a time, as 
the problem prescribed in the second 
course might give the solution of the 
first. 

Generally, the new extension courses 
are said to much more nearly parallel 
the residence courses given at the vari- 
ous service schools than before and 
should constitute a great improvement 
over the existing courses. Although 
drawn up primarily for reserve offi- 
cers, they may be used, and are, by 
National Guard officers, qualified 
civilians seeking commissions, Citizens’ 
Military Training Camp students, en- 
listed men seeking commissions in the 
reserve, and others. 

Detailed description of the new 
courses will be circularized by the War 
Department some time in the future, it 
is said. The new syllabus goes into ef- 
fect Oct. 1, 1931, and until then the 
present courses will be used. 


22nd Inf. to March

Benning ready to take the 
field, pit their wits against those of 
their fellow soldiers of the other gar- 
risons in the war game that will take 
place until about May 1, when they re- 
turn to Ft. McPherson.

Point in the launch of Capt. C. S. 
Freeman, USN, commanding officer of 
the Arizona, he was saluted by 21 guns 
from the battleship and the “well-wish- 
es of officers of the Army at Ft. Mon- 
roe, Aboard the Arizona, Mr. Hoover 
was formally received to the tune of 
“Hail the Chief’ and “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” 

During the journey south, the Presi- 
dent laid aside the cares of state and 
is taking the first complete vacation 
he has had since entering the White 
House. A good part of his “medicine 
ball cabinet” is with him and this sport 
is to occupy him during part of his 
stay aboard. The itinerary of Arizona 
is arranged so as to arrive in Ponce, 
Porto Rico, sometime tomorrow. Land- 
ing, however, will probably be delayed 
until Monday morning. 

The Presidential party will be for- 
mally welcomed by Governor Theodore 
Roosevelt, Jr., at Ponce and will be 
conducted over the island. Mr. Hoover 
desires to make a personal study of 
conditions in Porto Rico and in the Vir- 
gin Islands, which he will visit during 
the trip and will endeavor to deter- 
mine just what can be done to help the 
people of the islands and improve eco- 
nomic conditions. On the night of the 
25th, he will board the Arizona for the 
return trip, and is scheduled to arrive 
at Old Point Comfort, March 30. 

To provide entertainment during eve- 
nings at sea for the President and his 
party during the trip to Porto Rico 
and the Virgin Islands, the Navy De- 
partment has obtained and installed on 
board the Arizona, one of the new 
Navy-type sound motion picture ma- 
not due until April 15. Many late 
chines, delivery of which originally was 
sound reels,- including some pre-re- 
leases, have been sent to the ship from — 
the Navy’s Motion Picture Exchange 
at the New York Navy Yard, and en- 
listed operators trained in the New 
York yard’s special school for sound 
operators have been ordered aboard for 
duty. 

This will be the first try-out of the 
new Navy-type sound equipment un- 
der service conditions. Contract for 
250 sets to be installed in battleships, 
carriers, cruisers, destroyers and au- 
xiliary ships was awarded last October. 
Delivery of the first set to the Arizona 
is provided one month ahead of con- 
tract date for the entire order. 

Aboard the Arizona, which was 
placed in full commission on March 
1, 1931, after the completion of 
a 21-month modernization at the Nor- 
folk Navy Yard, are about 70 officers, 
and over a thousand enlisted men. 
Comdr. T. A. Thomson, jr., is execu- 
tive officer, and Comidr. Charles L. 
Best is navigator. Among the other 
officers aboard are the following: Lt.

HE 20th Infantry small bore rifle 

team has won its seventh victory 
this season, according to returns to the 
‘effect that it had defeated the 3rd In- 
fantry, Ft. Snelling, Minn., by a score 
of 2,609 to 2,599. 

Phenomenal success has attended 
these Ft. Warren riflemen so far this 
season. They have defeated the 12th 
Infantry, Ft.

The 20th scored 3,355 in the National 
Rifle Association match on targets 
which will be counted in both the Na- 
tional and Corps Area Regional mateh- 
es.

R48 ADMR. THOS. T. CRAVEN, 

USN, in command of the United 
States Yangtze Patrol, will be ordered 
to duty in June as Chief Coordinator 
at Washington, D. C., to fill the va- 
cancy created by the death of the late 
Rear Admr. Harry H. Rousseau, CEC, 
USN, last summer. 

In his new duties Rear Admr. Craver? 
will handle all questions of coordina- 
tion arising through the application of 
the policies of the President and of the 
Congress to the routine business activi- 
ties of the executive branch of the 
government. Capt. Dallas B. Wain- 
wright, Jr., SC, USN, has been acting 
Chief Coordinator. 

Admr. Craven was born in Vallejo, 
Calif., July 8, 1873, and was appointed 
to the Naval Academy in 1891 from 
Tennessee. In 1911 he was appointed 
Director of Target Practice and Engi- 
neering Competition, and in 1914 served 
as executive officer of the cruiser USS 
Washington.

Naval Aviation Forces in France, and 
was awarded the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Medal, with the citation: “For ex- 
ceptionally meritorious service in a 
duty of great responsibility as aide for 
aviation, U. S. Naval Forces in 
France.” He was also awarded the 
decoration of “Officer of the Legion of 
Honor” by France. 


In February, 1918, Admr. Craven 
was given additional duty as member 
of the Joint Army and Navy Aircraft 
Committee in France. He served in the

Pay to Navy Aides 


N aide to the Chief of Naval Opera- 

tions may not receive the extra pay 
allowed to aides of flag officers of the 
Navy, the Comptroller General holds 
in a decision rendered this week. 

Comptroller McCarl, passing on the 
question of whether Lt. C. W. ’ 
Campbell, USN, aide to Adm. W. V. 
Pratt, Chief of Operations, is entitled 
to receive the $200 per year extra 
emolument allowed to aides of rear ad- 
mirals of the upper half of the Navy, 
rules that the additional pay is not 
authorized. 

This extra pay was originally al- 
lowed to aides in the Army only, but 
in 1899 was extended to cover aides to 
rear admirals in the Navy. In 1903, 
when the General Staff Corps of the 
Army was created, it was provided 
that aides to general officers of the 
G. S. C. should not receive the added 
pay allotted to other aides. Going on 
the theory that the Chief of Naval 
Operations corresponds to the Chief of 
Staff of the Army, the Comptroller 
holds that as the aide to the Chief of 
Staff may not receive the extra pay, 
Lt. Campbell, as aide to the Chief of 
Operations, is not entitled to it either. 








Adm. Moffett Speaks 
ie IS VITALLY important for the 

Navy to acquire all of North Is- 
land and 1,000 acres of land at Camp 
Kearny in order to carry out the 
plans for the expansion of Naval air 
activities, Rear Adm. William Moffett, 
chief of naval aeronautics, declared 
last week at a luncheon in San Diego, 
given in his honor by the members of 
the Army and Navy committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Highlights of Adm. Moffett’s speech, 
as reported in the San Diego Union, 
follow: 

Virtually the entire mobile forces of 
the aircraft squadrons of the United 
States Fleet, including the Saratoga 
and Lexington, the eight flying-deck 
cruisers, each equipped with 36 aire 
planes, and the five new aircraft car- 
riers, each carrying more fighting and 
scouting squadrons than the Saratoga 
and Lexington, are to be based in San 
Diego harbor. 

The Camp Kearny area is required 
as a sub-base for the operation of the 
new dirigibles, Akron and ZZRS-5, and 
as a heavier-than-air operating base 
for the carrier divisions. 

Funds are available for the cons 
struction of five additional hangars at 
San Diego, bu: there is no ground 
available on which they can be built. 

Decommissioning of thre battleships 
this year will enable the Navy Depart- 
ment to transfer 600 officers and men 
to naval aviation, 250 of whom are to 
be assigned to the North Island Naval 
Air Station. 

Adm. Moffett lauded citizens of San 
Diego for “the very sportsmanlike man- 
ner in which they accepted the decision 
of the Navy Department to erect the 
dirigible base at Sunnyvale.” Con- 
tinuing, he said: 

“I tried to be fair in this matter. I 
did what I thought best for the na-« 
tional defense. Naturally the people of 
San Diego were disappointed.” 

Adm. Moffett pointed out that al- 
though the Coyle bill, authorizing the 
purchase of 1,000 acres of land at 
Camp Kearny, failed to pass at this 
session of Congress, the project has 
the approval of the Bureau of the 
Budget and there is every possibility 
the bill will be passed at the next ses- 
sion. 

The chief of naval aviation declared 
it is impracticable to base either of 
the two dirigibles at North Island be- 
cause of congested flying conditions. 
He asserted the Bureau of Aeronautics 
will spend “much more money at North 
Island than the Army” both in build- 
ings and flying equipment. He voiced 
appreciation at the co-operative policy 
of the commander of Rockwell Field. 

Commenting on the activities of the 
Army Air Corps, Adm. Moffett ex- 
plained that it is the duty of Army 
squadrons to protect naval bases in the 
United States in time of war. “The 
Navy aviation forces have nothing to 
do with coast deferise problems,” he 
said. “Their duty is to protect the 
lanes of commerce and to repel raide 
ers.” 

Adm. Moffett cited the great de- 
velopment of naval air activities at 
Pensacola in illustrating how the pro- 
posed sub-base for airships and aircraft 
at Camp Kearny would be developed 
by the expenditure of large sums of 
money for hangars, shops and build- 
ings. He declared that the recent flight

N CONNECTION with the promotion study which the General Staff is making, 
we urge that the matter of pay increase be not lost sight of. In view of the 
recommendation of the Reed Committee, which is fairly reflective of the feeling 
in Congress, it is apparent that any additional cost of a change in the promotion 
system would be carefully examined. Whatever the increased cost may be, those 
opposed to adequate pay will take the position that the government has done all 
it ought to do in providing through promotion a sufficiently greater compensa- 
tion. The Army knows that in most cases higher rank would not necessarily 
mean higher pay, if present conditions continue. Moreover, the promotion bill 
does not take care of retired officers or enlisted men. What is needed, besides 
promotion reform, is a new pay schedule. The General Staff should not forget 
this important fact. 





THE SALUTE AND HONORS extended to the President of the United States 

when he boarded the Arirzona on Thursday were an expression of welcome 
from the entire Navy to its Commander-in-Chief. The distinguished leader is 
being given, as his due, every opportunity to study at first hand a reconstructed 
battleship, and to visualize the importance of this type to the Fleet maintained 
for the defense of his country. We hope Mr. Hoover will follow the example of 
Mr. Roosevelt who, when aboard a warship, inspected everything from the keel 
to the bridge, rather than that of President Taft, who confined himself to his 
cabin and to short walks on the deck. Familiarity with the great engine which 
assures American peace, will provoke comparisons with the naval strength of 
other nations with which we may have possible complications; and as a natural 
consequence we believe the President will be impressed with the necessity of pro- 
viding that parity which was acclaimed as the outstanding feature of the Lon- 
don Treaty made under his direction. Doubtless, too, the President will realize 
as a result of his trip to the Caribbean Sea, that the Navy must defend the out- 
posts for our Atlantic and Gulf Coasts and the Panama Canal. That it cannot 
do unless it is made the equal of a possible enemy. 





REAR ADMIRAL MOFFETT, Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, is in the 

San Francisco area, preparing for the construction of the great air navy 
yard to be located at Sunnyvale. He advised the California Chamber of Com- 
merce that the hangar to be built will house the largest dirigibles in the world, 
one the Akron, ZSR 4, which will be completed in June, and the other the ZSR 
5, on which work has been started. The ships will carry five seaplanes and have 
a cruising radius of 11,000 miles at 50 knots an hour. Their lifting capacity 
will be three times greater than that of the Graf Zeppelin. During the recent 
maneuvers at Panama, the Los Angeles demonstrated anew what the Navy real- 
ized—the value of the airship for service with the Fleet. The plans of the Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics call for close cooperation between the Akron and eventually 
her sistership, with the surface command, and the result of the maneuvers is 
expected to be combined tactics that will make the naval arm even more effec- 
tive than it is with only airplanes at its disposal.

ECENT EVENTS are making it more and more evident that the Republicans 
will organize the next House of Representatives. The death of Congress- 
man Aswell, of Mississippi, Democrat, has increased the Republican majority 
to three at this writing. Of even greater importance is the widening prohibition 
split in Democratic ranks, contributed to by the meeting of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee in Washington, and the discovery that if the Democrats should 
organize the House Southern representatives would be chairmen of 31 out of the 
total number of 45 committees, and Texas representatives would fill not only 
the Speaker’s chair but also the chairmanships of six important committees. 
Democrats representing districts in the great industrial North and the agricul- 
tural West are up in arms over this prospect, and prefer Republican control rather 
than responsibility for the legislative program made naturally by the leaders 
and in the formulation of which they would play little part. The Services may 
expect, therefor, that Congressmen James and Britten will remain as chairman 
of the Military and Naval Committees in the next Congress. 





ENERAL PERSHING has finished his great book, and soon it will be re- 
leased to the public. The articles syndicated from it have told in part the 
accomplishments of this distinguished soldier and the officers and men under his 
command. But in the book there are many episodes which throw a searchlight 
upon the difficulties encountered in the organization of the AEF and they are 
written with a directness and exactitude for truth which add to the historical 
value of work. Moreover, those who have read the newspaper articles have a 
more or less fragmentary conception of the achievements of the European cru- 
sade. The book, of course, will permit continuity of reading, and this will enable 
the reader to appreciate the greatness of the obstacles Pershing and his men 
overcame, the minute preparations made for the care and training of the armies 
finally developed, and the Set pees with which they won victory. The 
General after his arduous labers take a rest. We express the wish of the 
Army and of the men he commanded that he will enjoy every moment of his 
‘absence from Washington.

R. N. H.—An applicant for admission 
in the Medical Administrative Corps in 
the Army must be an enlisted man of 
the Medical Department with at least 
two years’ service as such in the Medi- 
cal Department; between the ages of 
twenty-one and thirty-two; physically 
fit; and must pass a written competa- 
tive examination. In order to take the 
examination the man must make appli- 
cation through his commanding officer 
to the Office of the Surgeon General 
and if successful in the examination is 
placed on the eligible list and commis- 
sioned as vacancies occur. The aver- 
age appointments made yearly is ap- 
proximately eight it is estimated. There 
are but three commissioned grades in 
the corps; i. e., captain, first lieutenant, 
second lieutenant, and the pay is the 
same as in grades of other branches of 
the service. The next examination for 
appointment in the corps, we are in- 
formed, will be given April 6.

DFC to Reserve Officer 

NNOUNCEMENT is made of the 

posthumous award of the Distin- 
guished Flying Cross to 2nd Lt. Wil- 
liam W. Caldwell, Air Corps Reserve. 

The citation accompanying the award 
reads as follows: 

“William W. Caldwell, second lieu- 
tenant, Air Corps Reserve, United 
States Army. For heroism while par- 
ticipating in an aerial flight. Lieu- 
tenant Caldwell, together with Lieu- 
tenant Irvin A. Woodring, Air Corps, 
was selected to carry out secret orders 
given by the War Department to re- 
ceive a document of international im- 
portance at Vancouver, Canada, on Oct. 
15, 1930, and deliver it to representa- 
tives of the State Department at New- 
ark, N. J., not later than noon Oct. 18. 
The orders given to the pilots stressed 
the necessity of disregarding the ordi- 
nary peace-time precautions in order 
to get the document to its destination 
in scheduled time. Extremely hazard- 
ous flying conditions were encountered 
in Wyoming, snow ar‘ sleet destroying 
all visibility from ine ground to an 
altitude of 16 thousand feet. Although 
the airplanes being used in the flight 
were of pursuit type, selected for 
speed, and not suitable for extensive 
blind flying, and the pilote realized the 
dangers involved, they were determ- 
ined to take no chances in delaying the 
successful accomplishment of their 
mission. Lieutenant Caldwell remained 
with his flight leader until the total 
lack of visibility caused a separation 
between them, and he crashed to earth 
at 2:15 p. m., Oct. 15, 1930, about one 
and one-half miles east of Lookout, 
Albany County, Wyoming, and was 
killed. Lieutenant Caldwell’s disre- 
gard of danger in his endeavor suc- 
cessfully to carry out his important 
mission was in accordance with the 
best traditions of the Air Corps and 
reflects great credit on himself and 
the United States Army.”

Would Change Texas Law.—Texas, we are informed, is one of the few States, if 
not the only one in the Union, that practically disfranchises retired. officers and 
men and prohibits them from holding public office. In 1930 Col. P. J. Hennessey, 
USA, ret., was placed on the ticket to run on the San Antonio Independent Dis- 
trict School Board, but, due to an old court decision in the case of Texas against 
a retired Captain of Cavalry by the name of De Grasse who at one time was 
Mayor of Austin, Tex., his name was removed from the ticket as being ineligible 
to hold public office in Texas while holding an office of profit and trust under the 
United States as a retired Army officer. 

Col. Hennessey has brought this matter to the attention of various State offi- 
cials, and it is with much pleasure that the bill which Col. Hennessey sponsored 
and assisted in formulating was passed unanimously by the Texas House of Rep- 
resentatives on March 10, 1931. A similar bill has already been reported out of 
committee by the Senate. If this bill becomes law the matter will then be re- 
ferred to the people in the form of a constitutional amendment at the next elec- 
tion. The bill as passed in the House grants the right of holding public office to 
— officers and enlisted men of the United States Army, Navy and Marine 

rps. 

Credit is due to the Spanish War Veterans of San Antonio for their aid and 
assistance in this legislation.

Refresher Course at the Field Artillery School.—The Secretary of War has just 
designated five senior field officers of the Field Artillery to poceed to Ft. Sill, 
Okla., for the purpose of pursuing a Refresher Course at the Field Artillery 
School. This course, which was thoroughly tried out last year, is of two months 
duration, and is designed to afford officers who have been for long periods on 
important duties away from Field Artillery work an opportunity to again become 
abreast of the latest developments in their arm. It is almost entirely practical, 
consists largely in supervised observation of the appropriate work of the other 
classes at the school, with particular attention paid to those phases of the techni- 
cal and tactical employment of Field Artillery in which the need for a more 
detailed information is felt by the individual officer.

Chief of Infantry to Visit—Maj. Gen. Stephen O. Fuqua, the Chief of Infantry, 
will sail from New York on the United States Army Transport “Chateau Thierry,” 
March 26, for the purpose of visiting infantry activities in Porto Rico and the 
Canal Zone. Gen. Fuqua will arrive in San Juan, Porto Rico, March 30, and will 
visit the 65th Infantry, a regiment of native troops stationed at San Juan and 
Henry Barracks. He will then proceed to the Canal Zone, arriving at Cristobal 
April 3. While in the Canal Zone Gen. Fuqua will visit Division Headquarters 
Special Troops and Headquarters and Military Police Company at Quarry 
Heights, the 33d Infantry at Ft. Clayton, and Headquarters and Headquarters 
Company, 19th Brigade, and the 14th Infantry at Ft. Davis. He will leave Cristo- 
bal on the “Chateau Thierry” April 8, arriving in New York April 15. 
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War Department Promotion Bill—Every conceivable test is being given the 
Army promotion bill now under study by the Chief of Staff’s office to make cer- 
tain that it will accomplish the results sought. Comprehensive research made 
by the statistical branch of the General Staff is said to indicate that the plan 
will accelerate promotion to a degree greater than that of any plan thus far 
promulgated without any provisions for forced attrition. 

A feature of the plan, described in recent issues of the Army and Navy 
Journal, is its flexibility. It not only increases at once the percentages of officers 
in the field grades, thereby providing immediate promotion for large numbers 
of officers to field rank, but it accelerates advancement to the field grades in 
future. Also when the unstarred (over age) officers begin to pass out of the 
service the percentages in the upper grades would decline slowly without in- 
juring anyone or delaying promotion. The officer structure of the service in its 
present pyramidal form, would be maintained. 

Considerable concern has been expressed in some circles that the proposed 
plan would result in quickly reaching the percentage limits in the upper grades 
thereby delaying promotions until vacancies occurred for the unstarred officers 
senfor to the starred officer entitled to the vacancy. It is understood, unofficially, 
that exhaustive research by the statistical branch has shown that this condition 
will not be reached.

Disarmament, Modernization and Economy.—In an extension of remarks printed 
in the Congressional Record of March 16 as a part of a “Financial Summary of 
the Third Session of the 71st Congress,’ Senator Kenneth McKellar,sof Tene 
nessee, said: “The appropriation of $30,000,000 to recondition three old battle- 
ships was due to the frightful destruction of new battleships in the Naval Dis- 
armament Conference in Washington in 1922. We sunk our new battleships 
under that agreement and kept old ones that could not shoot as far as the British 
battleships by from 3 to 5 miles. This appropriation of $30,000,000 is for the 
purpose of elevating the guns and try to get them in a measure as good as the 
British vessels. The appropriation, of course, is due to Republican mismanage- 
ment and inefficiency and to the exceedingly unwise Washington agreement of 
1922.”

To Change Small Arms Firing School Course. — The Small Arms Firing 
School, which is held each year previous to the National Rifle Matches at Camp 
Perry, Ohio, is to have its course changed this year. The change comes as the 
result of a recommendation of the War Department that more emphasis be laid 
en the combat training which is ultimately the purpose of the school. While 


the actual plans for the additional instruction have not been worked out, it was 
learned that some musketry exercises developing the principles of combat firing 
will be included this year. Heretofore the school has been devoted mainly to the 
basic principles underlying accurate marksmanship which necessarily is the 
background for all combat rifle firing. The recommendation urged that the new 
training be applied “from the squad to the section,” and while it is not «atici- 
pated that any schooling may be given in connection with the actual firing by 
squads and sections some plan will undoubtedly be worked out involving the 
principles of fire in these units.

Warrant Officers for Lighter-Than-Air— With the construction of the second 
rigid airship now assured, the Bureau of Navigation is going to detail additional 
warrant officers to the lighter-than-air service. One boatswain, one gunner and 
one machinist will be required to report at the Naval Air Station, Lakehurst, 
N. J., about July 1, the Bureau announces. While these officers will not be given 
the regular course of instruction leading to qualification as naval aviators (air- 
ship), they will be given a modified course to fit them for duty on board aire 
ships and those so qualified will be ordered to duty involving flying. Applica- 
tions for this duty should be accompanied by a statement from a medical officer 
stating whether or not the applicant is physically qualified for duty involving 
flying. It is to be noted that this physical examination is not the regular phy- 
sical and temperamental examination required of candidates for flying duty in- 


volving actual control of aircraft.

Many Reserve Officers Plan to Attend National ROA.—A record turnout is looked 
for at annual convention of the Reserve Officers’ Association of the United States 
to be held in New Orleans, April 20, 21, and 22. Although away from the larger 
centers of population, the historic and romantic appeal of the old Napoleanic 
city is expected to attract many reserve officers to the convention. 

Much business of import must be threshed out at the conclave; national offi- 
cers will be selected, a revised constitution will be placed before the meeting 
and important legislative problems will be discussed. Col. Walter C. Cole, Aire 
Res., of Detroit, president of the association, has announced that he will not be 
a candidate for reelection, and his successor must be chosen. So far, the only 
announced candidate for the presidency is Col. L. Kemper Williams, Inf-Res., of 
New Orleans. A number of Departments have already held their annual con- 
ventions at which Department officers and national convention delegates were 
elected, while other Departments have their meetings scheduled during the next 
week or so. The Department of Oregon is meeting today at the Umpqua Hotel, 
ir Roseburg, Ore. Next week, on March 28, the Texas and Washington Depart- 
ments will be called together for the annual convention, the former in San An- 
tonio, while the reserve officers of the State of Washington meet at the Wash- 
ington Hotel, in Pullman. Col. L. Kemper Williams, Inf.-Res., Senior National 
vice president and candidate for the national presidency, will attend the Texas 
ceenvention as representative of the national organization. Among the delegates 
already chosen to attend the New Orleans meeting, the following have been an- 
nounced: From the Department of Kentucky—Maj.

Naval Agreement Should Be Aired in Senate.—Have we gained anything by the 
refusal of Senator Morrow, Plenipotentiary of the United States, to participate 
in the drafting of the new Anglo-French-Italian agreement? Politically, the 
Hoover Administration is freed from the necessity of submitting the pact to the 
Senate for approval. Nationally, the discussion which would have followed such 
submission, would have been valuable in informing the people of the greater loss 
in parity which they have suffered. However, we are confident that discussion 
will take place. There are men in the Senate like Hale and Moses and Johnson 
who will reveal the true meaning and effect of the Franco-Italian agreement, 
which the British Government, so closely associated with both of them, heartily 
approves, and their example will be followed by Britten and others in the House. 
Of course, if the agreement were presented for ratification public attention 
would be concentrated upon the debate. It is unfortunate that such concentration 
will not be possible unless a resolution should be introduced requesting the 
President to advise the Senate of the facts and effect of the agreement. But here 
again there is always the right of the Executive to seek refuge behind the 
phrase “incompatible with the public interests.”

(Continued from First Page) 
not to issue orders for examinations 
before June. This will run the date 
the exams are to be held up into July. 

Following appears the text of the 
Judge Advocate General’s opinion upon 
the new act, which has been approved 
by the Acting Secretary of the Navy: 

1. The first question presented by the 
reference is “whether the line officers 
in the grades of captain, commander 
and lieutenant command recommended 
for selection for promotion in Dec., 
1930, are on the promotion list pro- 
vided for in Section 4 of the Act of 
March 3, 1931.” 

2. The Britten Act, above cited, is 
mandatory that the names of all of- 
ficers recommended for promotion to 
the next higher grade by the repcrt 
of a line-selection board as approved 
by the President “shall” be placed on 
a promotion list (sec. 4); that, excep! 
as otherwise provided therein, the 
names of officers on the promotion list 
“shall not” be considered again for the 
next higher grade by any suvsequent 
selection board (sec. 4); that promo- 
tions to fill vacancies in the grades of 
commander and above “shall” be made 
from officers of the next lower grade 
whose names appear on said promo- 
tion list (sec. 4); that officers recom- 
mended in an earlier report “shall,” 
when promoted, have precedence of of- 
ficers recommended in a later report 
(sec. 4); that all officers who are not 
on the promotion list and who, after 
completion of designated periods of 
service, become ineligible for consid- 
eration by a line-selection board in ac- 
cordance with said Act “shall” be trans- 
ferred to the retired list of the Navy 
(sec. 5); and that officers on said pro- 
motion list who undergo the required 
examinations for promotion and are 
found not professionally qualified 
“shall” be transferred to the retired 
list of the Navy (sec. 5). 

3. A promotion list to fill vacancies 
in the grades of commander and above 
was created by the Act of Aug. 29, 
1916 (39 Stat. 578-579), which estab- 
lished the system of promotion by selec- 
tion in the line of the Navy. Although 
the words “promotion list were not 
used in that Act, it required that the 
line-selection board make a written re- 
port certifying the names of officers 
recommended by it for promotion to 
the grades of commander and above 
and provided that “when the report of 
the board shall have been approved 
by the President, the officers recom- 
mended therein shall be deemed eligible 
for selection.” 

4. The Britten Act does not, there- 
fore, originate the “promotion list” 
plan for filling vacancies by selection 
in the grades of commander and above. 
It does, however, amend the previous 
law by making the future promotion 
list a cumulative one, as necessarily 
follows from its requirement that the 
names of officers which have been plac- 
ed on a promotion list shall not be re- 
moved therefrom except under speci- 
fied conditions and that the names of 
officers recommended by subsequent 
line-selection boards as approved by the 
President shall be added to the said 
promotion list; whereas, under the for- 
mer law, the promotion list prepared 
by each successive board superseded 
that which had been prepared by its 
predecessor, and officers for whom no 
vacancies had occurred lost their 
eligibility for promotion unless recom- 
mended by a succeeding board. 

5. Section 11 of the Britten Act re- 
peals prior acts “so far as they con- 
flict with the provisions of his Act.” 
There is no such conflict between the 
provisions of the Britten Act and 
the prior law as to sustain a 
holding that officers on the pro- 
motion list as it existed on March 3, 
1931, have ipso jure lost their eligibil- 
ity for promotion and, if not again 
recommended by a selection board, 
must be transferred to the retired list 
because of length of service. On the 
contrary, the evident purpose of the 
Britten Act was to preserve and con- 
tinue the eligibility of officers who had 
been recommended for promotion by 
the report of a line-selection board as 
approved by the President, and to con- 
fer upon them preferential rights as 
shown by the express requirement in 
section 4 of the Act that “officers rec- 
ommended in an earlier report shall, 
when promoted, have precedence of 
officers recommended in a later re- 
port.” To transfer the names of offi- 
cers on the existing promotion list to 
the new cumulative list provided for 
by the Britten Act involves merely a 
matter of procedure which presents 
no administrative difficulties and cer- 
tainly could not, without doing vio- 
lence to the obvious intent of Congress, 
operate to deprive officers of substan- 





tial benefits which they already pos- 
sessed in the matter of eligibility for 
promotion. 

6. Section 4 of the Act is very ex- 
plicit in its requirement that “the 
names of all officers recommended for 
promotion to the next higher grade by 
the report of a line-selection board as 
approved by the President shall be 
placed on a promotion list * * *.” The 
names of officers on the promotion list 
prepared by the line-selection board of 
December, 1930, fully answer this de- 
scription. There is nothing found in 
any other provision of the Act which 
indicates that the language quoted 
from section 4 was intended to “be 
limited in its scope to officers recom- 
mended for promotion after’ the 
enactment of the Act, and that would 
not be the usual and ordinary meaning 
of such language. An officer recom- 
mended for promotion prior to the 
Britten Act, and whose name was on 
the promotion list then existing was 
still “recommended” at the date of the 
Act unless he had already been pro- 
moted. (See 34 Op. Atty. Gen. 5, 15). 

7. This office does not believe that 
the promotion list provided for in the 
Britten Act is to be considered iden- 
tical with the promotion list prepared 
under the previous law; nor does it 
believe that the names of officers on 
the existing promotion list were au- 
tomatically transferred to the new 
promotion list referred to in section 4 
of the Britten Act. 
does not materially affect the result, 
eas the language of the Britten Act, in 
the opinion of this office, devolves upon 
the Navy Department the purely min- 
isterial duty of placing on the new 
promotion list the names of all offi- 
cers on the former list with the re- 
sulting benefits. 

8. The next question is “whether un- 
der the last proviso of Section 2 of the 
Act, a selection board may be legally 
convened in the near future to recom- 
mend selection to the grade of com- 
mander only since at the time of the 
next distribution there will be vacan- 
cies in the grade of commander but 
not in the grades of rear admiral and 
captain.” 

9. Section 1 of the Britten Act 
amends the Act of August 29, 1916 (39 


Stat. 576; 34 U. S. C., sec. 4), by in- 
creasing the percentage of: officers al- | 


lowed in the grades of commander and 


lieutenant commander and correspond- | 


ingly reducing the authorized percent- 
age in the grades of lieutenant and be- 
low. The resulting changes in the au- 
thorized number of officers in the re- 
spective grades will not actually occur 
until the Secretary of the Navy makes 
new computations in accordance with 
law (54 U. S. C., sec. 7). In this con- 
nection the reference states that “it is 
contemplated that the next distribu- 
tion will be made on June 5, 1931, and 
it is desired to convene a 


board for commander prior to that | 


date.” 
10. The last proviso in section 2 of 
the Britten Act reads as follows: 
“Provided further, That if the 
number of officers in any grade on 
the promotion list shall at any 
time be insufficient to fill vacan- 
cies then existing and which may 
occur in the next higher grade 
prior to the convening of the se- 
lection board next ensuing, the 
Secretary of the Navy may, in his 
discretion, convene a_ selection 
board to recommend for promotion 
such additional number of officers 
as may be necessary to fill said 
vacancies.” 
As the same section of the act had 
already vested discretion in the Sec- 
retary of the Navy to convene the reg- 
ular selection board established by the 
Act of Aug. 29, 1916, at such times as 
he might direct, to recommend officers 
for promotion to the three selection 
grades (rear admiral, captain and 
commander), the proviso quoted could 
have no possible effect other than to 
authorize the Secretary of the Navy 
to convene a special selection board to 
recommend additional officers for pro- 
motion to a particular grade whenever 
the number of vacancies existing in 
that grade or which were.expected to 
occur therein prior to the convening of 
the next regular selection board shall 
be in excess of the number of officers 
in the next lower grade already on the 
promotion list. It appears from the 
reference that this is the precise situa- 
tion now existing as the result of the 
increase in the authorized number of 
commanders which it can be foreseen 
will occur when the next computations 
are made, whereas there is no reason 
to anticipate at this time that vacan- 
cies will then exist in the grade of

Eugene Meyer Speaks 

Mr. Eugene Meyer, Chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board, appearing be- 
fore the Commission March 16, testi- 
fied that important as finance is to the 
conduct of war, it is not a controlling 
factor. He stated also that wartime fi- 
nancial operations cannot be plann 
in advance, because they cannot work 
automatically, as they depend upon the 
men who originate them. 

Charles B. Robbins, Chairman of the 
National Defense Committee of the 
American Legion and former Assistant 
Secretary of War in charge of procure- 
ment, urged liberalization of the Presi- 
dent’s war powers, registration of all 
citizens and cooperative price fixing be- 
tween the Government and industry up 
to certain limitations. His testimony 
also bore out that of Mr. Meyer, when 
he declared that the lesson learned 
from war was that the conduct of a 
war depends upon the resources of man 
power, morale and material, while the 
problem of financing was only inci- 
dental. 

“Educational Orders” 

Mr. Howard Coffin, member of the 
Naval Consulting Board, appearing be- 
fore the Commission March 18, urged 
the establishment of a system of “edu- 
cational orders” in the procurement 
branches of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments, without resorting to competi- 
tive bids, in making purchases so as to 
keep alive throughout peace time, the 
technique, implements and knowledge 
necessary to the specialized production 
peculiar to war time. This, he urged, 
would be insurance of specialization in 
needed lines.

(Art, HENRY MARTYN PAUL, 

USN, who performed important 
scientific work for the Government as 
assistant astronomer at the Naval Ob- 
servatory and who was one of the first 
teachers of astronomy in Japan, died 
at his home at the Ontario Apart- 
ments, Washington, D. C., March 15. 
He was 80 years old and had been in 
failing health since breaking his hip 
in a fall from a street car in 1924. 

Capt. Paul was born at Dedham, 
Mass., in 1851. He was graduated from 
Dartmouth College in 1873 with the de- 
gree of A. B. and from Thayer School 
of Engineering with the degree of 
civil engineer in 1875. 

After his graduation he was ap- 
pointed assistant astronomer at the 
Naval Observatory at Washington, D. 
C., where he served for five years, 
when he was appointed professor of 
astronomy in the Imperial University, 
Tokyo, Japan. It is believed that he 
was the first to introduce the study 
of astronomy into a Japanese univer- 
sity. 

in 1883 he returned to his duties at 
the Naval Observatory, serving until 
1899. In 1897 he was commissioned in 
the corps of professors of mathematics, 
United States Navy. 

In 1899 he was assigned to duty in 
the Bureau of Yards and Docks in the 
Navy Department, where. he served for 
six years, during which time he was 
senior member of a special board to 
recommend plans for the moderniza- 
tion and centralization of the power 
plants at navy yards. 

In 1905 he was ordered to the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, where he 
taught mathematics until shortly be- 
fore his retirement from active service 
in 1913. 

In 1878, Capt. Paul married Augusta 
Anna Gray, daughter of the late Rev. 
Edgar H. Gray, who was chaplain of 
the Senate during the administration 
of President Lincoln. 

He is survived by his son, Carroll 
Paul, of Marquette, Mich., formerly 
lieutenant commander, USN, and by 
his sister, Mrs. Oliver H. Howe of Co- 
hasset, Mass. His nephew, Richard F. 
Paul of Canton, Mass., is commander 
of the Massachu:>t:s Department, 
American Legion.

M. Silver. Maj. Lauderdale at the time 
of his death was the oldest officer of 
the Army. 

After telling of Maj. Lauderdale’s 
early service, especially in the Indian 
campaigns, Dr. Silver continued: 

This brief recital of Dr. Lauder- 
dale’s services against the Indians 
gives a faint idea of the hardships of 
frontier life, the dreadful monotony, 
the extremes of heat and cold, the 
perils of Indian warfare, bad water, 
stale and limited variety of food, the 
cry of the wolf and weird sounds of 
the Indian tomtoms, and the isolation 
from family and friends. Those only 
who have suffered these things can ap- 
preciate what the Army medical offi- 
cers of that day endured. 

Dr. Lauderdale was a Son of the 
Revolution through his maternal grand- 
father, a member of the American As- 
sociation for the Advance of Science; 
life member of the American Museum 
of Natural History and Society of the 
Alumni of Bellevue Hospital. At the 
time of his death Dr. Lauderdale was 
the oldest living member of the So- 
Cie‘y, having joined in 1895. He was 
also the oldest member of the Brick 
Presbyterian Church, Fifth Avenue 
at 37th Street, New York, having join-

ed the church in 1853, nearly 78 years 
ago. A year ago last December Dr. 
Lauderdale attended the Brick Church 
dinner at the Hotel McAlpin and was 
accorded a most hearty welcome when 
he was introduced to the members of 
the congregation. Those who were 
privileged to have conversation with 
him were astonished at his mental 
vigor and youthful spirit. His appear- 
ance was that of a man 20 years 
younger. 

Dr. Lauderdale spent the last years 
of his life in Brooklyn, N. Y., in the 
family of his married daughter, sur- 
rounded by five loving grandchildren. 
No more fitting close to this brief de- 
scription of Dr. Lauderdale’s active 
life can be made than to read a letter 
from the General and Chief of Staff 
of the United States Army to his 
daughter:

“From the date of his entry into the 
military services to the date of his re- 
tirement, more than 29 years later, 
Maj. Lauderdale performed the duties 
appropriate to his grade and branch of 
service. He was medical officer, post 
surgeon, medical purveyor, and, im- 
mediately preceding his retirement, 
was in charge of the office of Chief 
Surgeon, Department of the Platte, 
Omaha, Nebr. The sphere of his ac- 
tivities embraced almost every section 
of the United States. 

“Maj. Lauderdale had acquired a 
thorough knowledge of his profession, 
and his devotion to duty, efficiency and 
loyalty were distinguishing features of 
his service. At the time of his death 
he was the oldest officer in the Army, 
having attained the remarkable age of 
98 years, two months, and nine days. 
His passing is deeply regretted.

Comptroller Gen. Decisions 

A-22805. (S) Disbursing Officers and 
Agents—Collections—Clearing through 
general account of advances of the 
Navy. Collections made by disbursing 
officers and agents for the use of the 
United States are required by section 
6617 Revised Statutes to be deposited 
and covered into the Treasury of the 
United States within the time required 
by section 8621 Revised Statutes, as 
amended, either as miscellaneous re- 
ceipts or for the credit of appropria- 
tion or fund accounts if the collections 
represent repayments thereto, and 
there is no authority for the use of an 
account such as the General Account 
of Advances for the clearing of such 
collections made by disbursing officers 
of the Navy, or for the use of such 
collections for expenditures, adjust- 
ments, or other purposes, until the col- 
lections have -been cleared through the 
Treasury and funds required for dis- 
bursement purposes requisitioned and 
obtained in the usual manner on ac- 
eountable warrants. 

A-35505. Accounting—Pay, Miscel- 
laneous, Navy—Expenses incident to 
Collecting Confidential Information. 
Under the provisions of the act of Aug. 
29, 1916, 39 Stat. 557, authorizing the 
acceptance for accounting purposes of 
the certificate of the Secretary of the 
Navy that in his judgment it is ad- 
visable not to specify the nature of ex- 

nditures made, there is no authority 
‘or the accepting of such certificate 
with respect to funds advanced for ex- 
penditures “to be made.” Advances, if 
any, made from funds available for the 
purpose are subject to the same ac- 
counting requirements as other ad- 
vances of public funds, except as other- 
wise specifically provided by the act of 
1916, applying only to expenditures 
made as distinguished from advances.

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Rockwell Field Transfer 


TH war Department yesterday re- 
fused to comment on an article ap- 
pearing in California newspapers to 
the effect that the transfer of the 
Army aviation faciliies at Rockvell 
Field to the Navy had been rescinded. 
’ Decision was reached some time ago 
for the Army to turn over its aviation 
field on North Island to the Navy De- 
partment, all of the Army Air Corps 
facilities to be transferred to the new 
Air Corps center to be located in Marin 
County, near San Francisco. This was 
apparently settled when the San Diego 
Chamber of Commerce released for 
publication a telegram from Represen- 
tative Phil Swing, R., of Calif., stating 
that the transfer was to be abandoned. 

At the War Department, however, 
officials refused to comment on the 
subject, and it was stated that the 
last announcement of the Department, 
to the effect that the field was to be 
released to the Navy, was all that was 
to be said in the matter. Congress- 
man Swing also refused further com- 
ment. 

The telegram from Mr. Swing is as 
follows: 

“Confirming my letter of Feb. 18, 
President Hoover signed bill Saturday 
containing amendment prohibiting War 
Department diposing of any lands held 
by it without special permission of 
Congress. 

“Congressman Frank James and I 
believe this ends effort War Depart- 
ment to dispose of Rockwell field. At 
next session we shall endeavor to get 
appropriations for needed improve- 
ments.”

ingly that the Reserve Corps is on the 
road to extinction. Here we have a 
situation whereby, with just a little 
support from the War Department, we 
could, without difficulty, gradually 
build up the commissioned strength to 
several hundred officers and in the 
meantime keep two or three hundred 
enlisted reservists in training. I be- 
lieve that if equitation were encour- 
aged throughout the Reserve Corps the 
consequent impetus would be astound- 
ing. I think that if all Reserve units 
had horses at their disposal and were 
required to take equitation, regardless 
of their branch, the best young men 
in the country would be recruited to 
the Reserve Corps, and their activity 
would be such that within five or six 
years the Reserve Corps would expand 
from the present 100,000 (60,000 ac- 
tive) to 500,000 with at least twenty 
times the activity now shown. 

“I wonder if the Army could scare 
up 20,000 horses out of their surplus 
and out of organizations where the 
horses are not being regularly used. 
If so, and these horses, instead of being 
stabled as at present, were stabled in 
and around the larger cities of the 
country and made available to the Re- 
serve units, it would account for a 
doubling of the present Reserve Corps 
strength and increasing the Reserve 
Corps’ activity tenfold, not to mention 
the fact that the increase in personnel 
would be almost entirely the sort of 
men the Reserve Corps finds 
in securing. The idea seems worth 
while to me.”

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Army Amateur Radio System 
ON Monday, March 16, the National 
Headquarters of the American Red 
Cross sent a general massage of greet- 
ing to its chapters and branches 
throughout the United States. The 
message from the National chairman 
of the Red Cross was given to Maj. 
Gen. George S. Gibbs, Chief Signal 
Officer of the Army, and was broad- 
cast from Washingtdn, D. C., over 
the net control stations of the Army 
Amateur Radio System WLM and 
W3CXM. The net contral:stations of 
the nine Corps Areas of the United 
States copied the message and re- 
broadcast it to the individual states in 
each Corps Area. The various mem- 
bers of the state and district nets 
copied the message and delivered it to 
the Red Cross chapters and represen- 
tatives throughout the cities and towis 
of the United States. 
The Army Amateur Radio System is 
a nation-wide network of patriotic ex- 
pert amateur radio operators, civiliar. 
members of the American Radio Relay 
League, voluntarily affiliated with tne 
Signal Corps of the Army. It affords 
rapid emergency communication to the 
American Red Cross in time of dis- 
aster. The accuracy of the informa- 
tion transmitted and the speed with 
which this information, originating at 
the National Headquarters of the Red 
Cross, is made available to all the 
chapters and branches and individual 
representatives of this great organiza- 
tion, are to be carefully checked and 
the Corps Area networks of the Army 
Amateur Radio System will be com- 
peting with each other for speed and 
efficiency in delivering the message. 
This nation-wide network holds tac- 
tical operations once a week during the 
year from September to June. Its 
practical value has been proved, time 
and again, the most notable example 
being the emergency communication af- 
forded from West Palm Beach in 1928 
when one of the members of this sys- 
tem furnished the only means of com- 
munication to the outside world for 
several days during the hurricane 
which devastated that section of 
Florida during September of that 
year. The Red Cross was enabled to 
secure complete information as to the 
extent of the disaster and all necessary 
details and to transmit instructions in- 
itiating the prompt and efficient relief 
measures which were put into effect. 
These messages to and from the strick- 
en area were handled through the Sig- 
nal Corps short wave station in Wash- 
ington, D. C., to this amateur at West 
Palm Beach. Emergency communica- 
tion of a similar nature was furnished 
by another member of this Army Ama- 
teur System during the flood a year 
ago at Glens Falls, N. Y., and in Ver- 
mont. 


USNA Enlisted Candidates 


A CIRCULAR letter dealing with the 

new provision of law that enlisted 
candidates for the Naval Academy 
spent at least nine months at sea to be 
eligible for appointment was issued to 
the naval service this week. The text 
of the letter follows: 

1. A clause in the 1932 Appropria- 
tion Bill makes it obligatory for en- 
listed candidates for the Naval Acad- 
emy to have had nine months sea duty 
on a ship in full commission before 
being eligible to enter the Academy in 
the calendar year 1932. 

2. In compliance with the above, no 
candidate will be ordered to the Naval 
Academy Preparatory School at Hamp- 
ton Roads who has not had _ nine 
months sea duty before his final detach- 
ment from a ship in full commission in 
time to reach the school by Nov. 1, 
1931. 

3. The entrance examination in 1932 
for those not attending the Prepara- 
tory School will be held under the 
supervision of examining boards on the 
third Wednesday in April. The candi- 
dates will take this examination on 
board ship, thereby not interrupting 
their sea service. 

4. To be eligible to take the exami- 
nation mentioned in paragraph 3, a 
candidate must be in such a status that 
he will have had one year’s total naval 
service, of which at least nine months 
shall have been on a ship in full com- 
mission by the date of his final trans- 
fer to the Naval Academy, where he 
is due to report by June 1, 1932. 

5. Detailed instructions for the se- 
lecting, examining and transfer of can- 
didates will be issued in separate cor-

Merchant Marine Notes 

UE to the Shipping Board’s policy 

of rapidly reducing the number of 
government-owned vessels, more than 
75 per cent of the merchant marine 
ships sailing under the American flag 


are now privately owned. Of those in ; 


actual operation on ocean routes nearly 
seven-eighths are in private hands. 

This is shown by studies just com- 
pleted by the shipping Board’s Bureau 
of Research. 

The ocean-going fleets of the Ameri- 
can merchane marine, as of Jan. 1, 
1931, numbered 1,778 steam and motor 
vessels of 1,000 gross tons and over 
aggregating 9,598,341 gross tons. Of 
this number, 1,345 vessels, having a 
tonnage of 7,136,746 gross tons, were 
privately owned, and 433 vessels of 
2,462,095 gross tons, were Government 
owned. The privately-owned vessels 
represented about 75 1-2 per cent of 
the total number, and more than 74 
per cent of the total tonnage, the Gov- 
ernment-owned ships making up the 
remaining 24 1-2 per cent of the num- 
ber, and 26 per cent of the tonnage. 

On Jan. 1, 1,266 vessels, or more 
than 71 per cent of the entire number, 
were in active operation. 

Compared with conditions of a year 
ago, the privately-owned fleet shows an 
increase of 27 vessels and 241,150 gross 
tons. The Government-owned fleet has, 
during the same period, decreased by 
97 vessels and 486,747 gross tons.

Twenty-six vessels for foreign trade, 
costing in the aggregate $116,838,- 
324.64, were under construction in 
American shipyards March 1, and in 
addition there were five vessels being 
zeconstructed for overseas trade at a 
cost of $8,838,850. When completed 
the majority of these vessels will be 
operated over routes covered by ocean 
mail contracts awarded under the 
terms of the Jones White Law. Loans 
covering 75 per cent of their construc- 
tion cost have been authorized by the 
Shipping Board. 

Since creation of the original con- 
struction loan fund of the Shipping 
Board in 1923, loans have been made 
on 42 vessels completed for domestic 
and foreign trades. The total cost of 
these vessels was $78,875,319.20, of 
which the Shipping Board advanced 
Of the latter amount, 
$5,853,468.96 has been repaid with in- 
terest to the construction loan fund. 

According to the monthly report of 
the Shipping Board’s Bureau of Con- 
struction, vessels now under construc- 
tion average about 33 per cent com- 
plete. Of the total loans authorized, 
$93,558,741, the sum of $10,316,498.41 
has been advanced on these projects.

Financial Digest 

i some respects the market appears 

to resemble conditions existing 
shortly before the February rise began, 
according to recent morning stock let- 
ters from E. A. Pierce and Co. At 
that time there was a succession of 
unfavorable .news developments and 
small hope of early general business 
improvement. In spite of the then 
pessimistic attitude toward the mar- 
ket the general list failed to give ground 
and for days in succession showed de- 
termined resistance. 

The recent extensive recovery of 
South American bonds is worthy of 
notice, as is the fact that German 
bonds were stronger and Italian Gov- 
ernment issues displayed a continua- 
tion of strength. It is just possible 
that definite signs of general trade re- 
covery may come first from either 
Europe or the Far East. While the 
possibility of a real turn for the better 
in the foreign economic situation may 
not currently explain day-to-day fluc- 
tuations, it is an underlying factor of 
supreme importance and may be more 
of a guide to the future trend of 
American stocks prices than current 
dividend reductions, 1930, income state- 
ments and like factors.

DOUBLE TIME 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
HE subject of double time for war 
service, Spanish American War, in 
credits to members of the Fleet Naval 
Reserve for purpose of retirement was 
set:led in 1930 by Act of Congress and 
as a follow-up the Act of May 23-30 
was passed. 
Act May 23, 1930 
All transfers of members of the 
FNR or FMCR to the retired list 
heretofore or hereafter made by 
the Navy Dept. shall be con- 
clusive for all purposes, and all 
men so transferred shall from date 
of transfer be entitled to pay al- 
lowances in accordance with their 
ranks or rating and length of 
service as determined by the Navy 

Department at time of transfer. 

The intent and purpose on its face 
reading seems to be a definite ruling 
that all questions pertaining to FNR 
retirement—as to ratings, pay, al- 
liances, length of service, etc., should 
rest in the hands of the Navy Depart- 
ment, and as changes take place in 
the enlisted men’s credits, awards, etc., 
the Navy Department acting in behalf 
of the enlisted men shall make neces- 
sary changes in dates, correcting serv- 
ice credits, issue orders for awards, 
bonuses, etc., as have or may become 
due him. Placing the reponsibility on 
the Navy Department, the Secretary 
of the Navy and his heads of depart- 
ments for all matters and all purposes 
“without question” by other Depart- 
ment Heads. 

The “original date” of retirement as 
se: by the Navy Department has been 
made an “issue” by the Comptroller’s 
Office, and a change of date of retire- 
ment made by the Navy Department, 
disapproved. 

As the enlisted man’s date of retire- 
men’ is one of routine work in the 
B. of N. office, the regular form of 
entry is made and the enlisted man’s 
standing “as is” at that date. This 
leaves other interests of the man that 
is still pending without any settlement 
and there is no way for the man to 
hasten action in any manner. It would 
seem that the first date of retirement 
made by the Navy Department right 
or wrong, with no consideration as to 
facts in the case must be “Original 
date of retirement,” and the enlisted 
man on that date forfeits any unset- 
tled claims he may have for services, 
bonus, awards, or any of the various 
things he may have been interested in 
prior to his retirement; as well as pay 
or allowances that may have become 
due him by the non-functioning of 
some law that was inactive while being 
interpreted by the Navy Department. 
For all purposes “the origina] date of 
retrement” could carry with it mis- 
takes in rating, length of service, rate 
of pay, and various other items. This 
law if the Comptroller’s interpretation 
is correct, is vicious in its effect on 
the enlisted men of the service. There 
is seemingly something radically 
wrong where “technical points of law” 
hold up the heads of departments who 
are entrusted with the care of 80,000 
or more men, when making rulings 
or changes of date, in service time, 
and like correction of errors that must 
occur in the handling of 80,000 ac- 
counts scattered to the four corners 
of the earth. Such errors or missing 
data caused by loss of mail, ships, fire, 
or life must be adjusted and such 
changes as the Navy Department ap- 
prove of be made in keeping with jus- 
tice throughout any and all just re- 
quests for action on behalf of an en- 
listed man’s account if found correct 
by the Navy Department should war- 
rant correction when found necessary 
be it rate, pay, allowance, date of 
transfer or retirement. The interpre- 
tation of this law by the Comptroller’s 
decision would at once remove the

CANTEEN CHECKS — 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 


ERTAIN it is that a considerable 
portion of the business of the 
world is built upon the unfortunate 
condition of the multitude and the for- 
tunate condition of a few. In some re- 
spects this situation, while more or less 
of a handicap, is a something that is 
impossible to change but for a single 
reason—credit buying. When it is pos- 
sible to remedy a condition of that 
sort, it is my honest belief that it 
should be done. I wish to state paren- 
thetically that I am not a socialist or 
a soviet or any one of those things that 
might be termed radical. 

Believe it or not, there is one condi- 
tion in the Army that could be changed 
or removed that would be a big benefit 
to all except a very few. It is hard to 
say how many squawks you would hear 
against the removing of the post ex- 
change from amongst us, but practi- 
cally the entire enlisted personnel of 
the army would be benefited and no 
doubt a few of them would heartily 
express their approval (except the 65 
on the dollar boys). I don’t even sug- 
gest that the post exchange be re- 
moved. I merely suggest that the 
system be changed. How? 

The little puck private, the corporal 
and the sergeant usually goes to the 
“canteen” to get checks somewhere 
around the tenth of the month. He 
might go sooner, or if he has any suc- 
cess with the “dominoes” or “paste- 
boards” he may possibly weather the 
storm from the first of the month to 
the last without bothering the boys 
who buy “canteen” checks for 65 cents 
on the dollar. 

Just what the percentage is, I am un- 
able to say, but there are a lot of en- 
listed men in the Army who never buy 
a thing at the post exchanges, but who 
at the end of every month owe “the 
limit” in “white money.” 

If they can take our money for in- 
surance in time of war, surely they 
can take it for credit in time of peace. 
In other words, why not “hold out” on 
the soldiers like they do in other gov- 
ernment deparments? It might be a 
little hardship for the first month for 
an enlisted man to be deprived of say 
one-half of his pay, but after that he 
would never know the difference. My 
idea is that each man would have on 
deposit with the government the 
amount which he is permitted to draw 
each month. To the average soldier 
$10 on pay day is small change. A 
little later in the month it is a fortune. 
Therefore, if a recruit, on entering the 
‘service, is compelled by regulations to 
deposit with the government say $10 
from his first month’s pay, and the 
regulations say he can draw a third of 
his pay in “canteen checks” or money, 
there would be a bum market for the 
offerings of the post exchange. At the 
same time, business at the sales com- 
missaries would boom. This is written 
“only in the nature of a gentle hint.

A 
typical group of this sort in Cincin- 
nati has recently scheduled the follow- 
ing subjects for discussion: The Prob- 
lems of Youth in a Modern World; 
Modern Youth and Tradition which 
Binds; Modern Youth and Science 
which Confuses; Modern Youth and 
Success which Ensnares; Modern Youth 
and Recreation which Enervates; Mod- 
ern Youth and Work which Deadens; 
Modern Youth and Friendship which 
Cheapens; Modern Youth and Love 
which Debases; Modern Youth and Re- 
ligion which Narrows; The Liberation 
of Youth in a Modern World. Such 
subjects as these are extremely vital 
to every young man and will evoke his 
unflagging interest if properly treated. 
Other fields of human interest may be 
drawn upon for consideration with 
promise of permanent profit to all who 
participate.” 





Sell Wyoming Armor 


RMOR and ferrous metal removed 

from the USS Wyoming were sold 
this week by the Navy Department, 
marking the first stripping of power 
from the three battleships to be dis- 
posed of by the United States under 
—— of the London naval treaty of 


The sale was announced following 
examination of competitive bids from 
seven companies, award of approxi- 
mately 1,060 gross tons of ferrous 
metal going to the Bethlehem Steel 
Company, Bethlehem, Pa., at $7.34 per 
gross ton, and of approximately 3,335 
gross tons of armor to the Midvale 
Company of Nicetown, Philadelphia, 
Pa., at $21.17 per gross tons. 


Work of demilitarizing the Wyoming 
and converting her into a training ship 
as required by the London treaty is 
progressing rapidly at the Navy Yard, 
Philadelphia. Orders issued by the 
Department, March 2, required that 
she be ready by May. 20 for the Mid- 
shipmen’s Practice Cruise. 


The other two battleships to be taken 
out of the Navy’s first line are the 
USS Utah and USS Flerida. The 
Utah is to be converted inte a radic- 
controlled target ship and the Florida 
is to be scrapped. 








Aeronautical Notes 


Seattle, Wash.—With 19 Navy fight- 
ers delivered by the Boeing Airplane 
Company on its contract for 46 air- 
planes of this type, the delivery pro- 
gram is now progressing rapidly on 
the order, and six more fighters are 
being shipped by rail from Seattle to 
North Island, San Diego, this week. 
The balance of the F4B-2s will be de- 
livered to the Navy at the rate of five 
planes per week. 


These ships are powered with Wasp 
engines, and recently attracted atten- 
tion by attaining unusually high 
speeds in vertical test dives. They are 
produced as fighters and light bomb- 
ers for duty aboard the Navy’s air- 
craft carriers. . 


The Boeing Airplane Company is 
nearing the completion of deliveries on 
its Army Air Corps contract for 131 
Wasp-powered pursuit planes. Last 
week five planes were flown from 
Seattle to Selfridge Field, Mt. Clemens, 
Mich., by pilots of the First Pursuit 
Group. The fiyers were Maj. Georg. 
Brett, Capt. Victor Strahm, and Lts. 
H. A. Johnson, N. B. Harbold and 
Stuart Wright. 

One hundred and ten P-12 type pur- 
suits have now been completed anl 
turned over to the Army Air Corys 
by the Boeing plant.

(Continued from First Page) 
as intimated, maybe the reason for 
treating the new pact as a zofie agree- 
ment and therefore not requiring our 
approval, but many believe that the ad- 
ministration, in this move is heeding 
the advice of the Navy Department. 

For graye danger to the United 
States is seen by naval observers in 
the agreement reached between Great 
Britain, France and Italy upon capital 
ships. . 

The tonnage in submarines establish- 
ed for France is certainly not produc- 
tive toward reduction in naval arma- 
ments. France is allowed 82,000 tons in 
this category, nearly 30,000 tons more 
than that agreed upon at London as 
the limit for Great Britain, Japan and 
the United States. This phrase of 
“limitation of armaments” besides be- 
ing a step in the wrong direction, may 
result in the invoking by Great Britain 
of the esculator cause of the London 
Treaty, it is felt. 

Under the  Anglo-French-Italian 
agreement, France is to build two cap- 
ital vessels, and increases her total 
tonnage in this class over the limita- 
tions of the Washington conference 
from 175,000 tons to 181,000 ‘tons. 
While at London we agreed with the 
other powers to keep below the Wash- 
ington figures in battleships, the im- 
portant consideration which many see 
is not this increase, but rather the de- 
crease in the size of the capital ships 
which France is to build and which 
Italy says she will match. 

The cut in the size of capital ships 
from 35,000 to 23,000 tons, together 
with the British note agreeing to press 
for reduction in the size of vessels of 
this category at the next conference is 
the phase of the pact which naval offi- 
cers view with alarm. 

Already foreign propaganda and 
organizations of American citizens 
have spread the idea that the battle- 
ship is obsolete. A_ well-organized 
campaign to further instill this idea in 
the minds of the American public be- 
fore the next conference will place our 
delegates in an unfavorable position to 
withstand the demands of Great Brit- 
ain, France, Italy and Japan that the 
size of the capital ship be reduced. 

That these countries will make such 
demands cannot be doubted, for it is 
to their advantage to do so, and that 
pacifistic organizations will propagan- 
dize the idea can not be refuted, if we 
are to judge by the past and present. . 

If such a reduction in the size of bat- 
tleships was forced, what would be the 
effect upon the navies of the world? 

The effectiveness of the navies of 
Japan, France, Italy, and smaller na- 
tions increases with the scaling down 
of the large ships of Great Britain and 
the United States. This would seem 
then to be the disadvantage of the two 
strongest sea powers. It would be so, 
but for one thing—Britain’s many and 
widely scattered naval bases. 

Great Britain can built smaller bat- 
tleships, which would have very nearly 
the same armorplate and deck protec- 
tion, and carry nearly as many of the 
high-caliber guns, but cutting down on 
the cruising radius, carrying less fuel. 
Because of her many bases and fueling 
stations, Britain can sacrifice cruising 
radius in her vessels without reducing 
the efficiency of her weapons. 

The United States Navy, however, 
must have ships which can go out, fight, 
and come back. And in order to do this 
we must have adequate armor, arma- 
ment and cruising radius. Cut down 
the size of our capital ships and some- 
thing must go. We have already con- 
ceded the matter of speed to the Brit- 
ish Navy; we cannot give up another 
factor.

Sabotage at Akron 


A PLOT to wreck the USS Akron, 
Navy dirigible now building at the 
Goodyear-Zeppelin hangar in Akron, 
Ohio, was revealed by Department of 
Justice authorities March 19. 
According to the press dispatches 
coming from Akron, a mechanic by the 
name of Paul F. Kassay is under ar- 
rest on a charge of criminal syndical- 
ism and has confessed that he planned 
to see that the airship “never did take 
the air.” Kassay is said to be a for- 
mer Austrian naval officer and a mem- 
ber of he Communist party. He has 
confessed it is said, that he had weak- 
ened the framework of the vessel by 
leaving out rivets, wire braces and 
other equipment while he was em- 
ployed in the construction of the air- 
ship. 
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Multiple MG Mount 
(Continued from First Page) 
essarily complicated and expensive, but 
it was hoped that the firing efficiency, 
especially beyond tracer range, would 

justify the expense. 

A multiple truck mount of quite a 
different type was laid down in 1929, 
The design was based on the following 
general specifications: simplicity and 
low cost; maneuveralsty by hand pow. 
er at angular rates corresponding to 


the movement of high speed planes at 
short ranges; ability to go into action 
immediately without delay incident to 
levelling, adjustment of fire control 
apparatus, etc.; high speed transporta- 
tion on improved roads combined with 
reasonable cross country mobility; the 
simplest kind of fire control apparatus; 
adequate fire power over an extended 
period of time; a small manning de- 
tail. The mount carried two .50 cali- 
ber guns arranged so that they could 
be aimed and fired by a single operator. 
The operator was furnished with a 
simple stereoscopic sight designed to 
increase his normal depth perception 
so that the path of the tracer bullets 
could be definitely determined at tar- 
get range. Operator, guns and sight 
were all fixed in position with respect 
to each other and moved together in 
azimuth and elevation. Geared con- 
trols were provided so that the opera- 
tor could traverse the mount with one 
hand, elevate with the other and fire 
both guns by means of a foot pedal. 
The fire was directed in a manner 
somewhat comparable to playing a 
stream of water from a hose. 

Both the 2-gun and 4-gun mounts 
were tested during the 1930 Antiair- 
craft Exercises and both were found 
to be unsatisfactory in certain respects. 
The 4-gun mount was cumbersome and 
the time required to level and adjust 
the fire control apparatus was so great 
as to definitely preclude the further 
investigation of director fire control for 
machine gun material. The 2-gun 
mount, on the other hand, was found 
to be sufficiently flexible, but smoke 
from the machine guns interfered quite 
seriously with the use of the stereo 
scopic sight. In spite of this very seri- 
ous difficulty, the percentage of hits ob- 
tained with this weapon was about 
equal to that obtained with the stand- 
ard tripod mounts.
